The present invention pertains an apparatus for adaptive multimode decoding for 
data packet-based communication and a method thereof. The prior arts of record, 
however, however, does not teach that a multimode decoding apparatus or a method 
thereof comprises the combination features of detecting a burst erasure; when a 
detected burst erasure has a burst erasure level which is greater than a first threshold, 
decoding a plurality of received data packets utilizing a first burst erasure correction 
code; when the detected burst erasure has a burst erasure level which is greater than a 
second threshold, wherein the second threshold is greater than the first threshold, 
decoding a plurality of received data packets utilizing a second corresponding burst 
erasure correction code; when a burst erasure has not been detect, decoding a plurality 
of received data packets utilizing a first random bit error correction code. Hence, the 
prior arts of record do not anticipate nor render obvious the claimed inventions. Thus, 
claims 1 , 3-1 4, 1 6-27 and 29-32 are allowable over the prior arts of record.
